T here art* many jveoph* who falsely believe that high prices 


fan‘fit the d e a le r — that when flour or sugar takes a jum p up­ 


wards the grocer who sells them is m aking that mueli addi­ 


tional profit; that when imported m aterials, influenced by the 


fact that there are no foreign shipments, rise in price, it is the 


merchant who sells them who realizes tlx* advantage from tie* 


increased cost. 
This idea is entirely incorrect, as a little careful thought 


can easily prove! 


Instead of being the gainer by the fact that prices are 
hooded, the retailer is actually the looser. 


When prices soar so that they are beyond the mea us of 


th average purchaser, tin1 m erchant often is compelled to take 


off part of his legitim ate profit in order to m ake sales. 


The packer m ay be able to m ake money as prices go up, but 
the local dealer finds his case quite the reverse. 
The average m an has just so much motley to sj>end. 
Lf 
prices are higher he cuts down the amount he buys. The dealei 


may have made the lowest price possible in consideration of the 
increased cost, but he cannot help but lose out for he not onlf 
sells less, he also realizes less profit on smaller sales. 
Any reliable business m an is free to confess th at he would 
far rather engage in business a year when prices are low than 
when they are high. 
He sells far larger quantities and lie is 
usually better able to get a reasonable profit. 
It is a decided misfortune to business when the necessities 
of life jump up in price so th at they are almost prohibitive. As 
far as possible people purchase the actual necessities, but it is 
at the ex]>onse of immense curtailm ent of everything not abso­ 
lutely imperative. 
There are few business men who do not suffer from the con­ 
ditions brought about by phenomenal high prices. 
\n d while they m ust cope w ith these conditions greatly to 
their disadvantage, there are many who, often through lack of 
knowledge, made unreasonable demands. 


Such a dem and was recently- heard in a suggestion that 
prices should he cut down to correspond with wages, the speak­ 
er not realizing th at the business man would be only too glad 
to reduce prohibitive high prices which were detrim ental to 
bis own business were he able to do so. 
People are learning more and more that, while high prices 
may he occasionally due to big business manipulation, they 
an* very much more largely regulated by the law of supply and 
demand. 
When supplies are cut off, or in extrem e demand, as in the 
case of such an emergency as the present war, there is no way 
to prevent soaring prices until conditions can be regulated. 
Present conditions in many lines of business were d istu rb ­ 
ed beyond precedent this past year of 1914, with 
tin* 
most 
tremendous w ar of all time bringing about a general upheaval 
to augment difficulties, but it is unfair to lay the blame at the 
door of the local dealer, who is himself handicapped greatly 
by bounding prices beyond his control.
